BRITISH POLICY 
IN FUTURE | 
Public ‘Declaration 

' . Asked For . 


IMPOSITION OF SANCTIONS 


London, To-day. 

Mr. Anthony Eden was asked 
in the Commons yesterday after- 
noon by a Labour member whe- 
ther the Government would 
make a public declaration to the 
effect that unless immediate 
and -effective sanctions were 
imposed to check the Italian 
aggression Great Britain would 
leave the League of Nations 
and claim complete liberty of 
action in foreign policy. The 
Foreign Secretary replied: “The 
course of everts at Geneva in 
connection with the Italo-Abys- 
sinian confiict must clearly be 
taken into careful account by 
His Majesty’s Government in 
determinating tke future of 
their own policy.” 

FURTHER SANCTIONS? 

In reply to several questions 
regarding the future of the 
League action in the Italo-Abys- 
sinian dispute the Foreign Secre- 
tary said that the steps which 
were to be taken by the League 
regarding the dispute would be 
the sudject of joint consideration 
by the States cqncerned during 
the meeting of the League Council 
on May 11. .He recalled that in 
a statement to the Council on 
April 20 be had made it clear that 
in addition to action under Article: 
XVI which had already been 
taken, His Majesty’s Government 
remained ready and willing to 
consider, <ogether with their. 
fellow-members of the League, the 
imposition of any, further econo- 
mie and ‘financial sanctions that 
might be considered necessary and 
effective for the fulfilment of their 
obligations British Wireless Ser- 
vice.
